2. The present C.O. of BS 4261, BERNAU ~WA LDFR IEDEN, who was formerly 
political officer, is Major M0JZEW (German phonetic). According to rumours 
in the works a new C.O. will shortly arrive and M0JZEW will revert to his 
role of political officer. MOJZEW is still on leave in Russia. 

3. All the former Soviet personnel of BS 4261 have gone back to Russia 
except for 6 men who are du© to follow before the end of the year. The 
replacements are fresh young troops direct from Russia who were brought from 
FRANKFURT / ODER in buses. They live within BS 4261 in a building adapted 

as living quarters.

4. The Soviet troops who have now undertaken sentry and patrol duties at 
the works are drawn from the Soviet personnel of the works and live there. 
All troops on the strength of the works take turns at sentry duty. 

5. Because of + he departure of the old troops and the arrival of untrained 
replacements, the production target of the works for October 1959 is lagging 
behind . 

6. Between 16 and 23 October a thorough inspection of BS 4261 was 
undertaken by a group of Soviet officers from WUENSD0RF . They inspected 
machines, buildings, troops, and workshops, finishing ’with a parade of the 
troops in the WANDLITZER Chaussee. Leaders of the group were three Lieut- 
Colonels, two of whom were named 0RL0W and POPOV/. 

7. Instructions have been received that a group of staff from BS 4261, to 

include Soviet officers and men and some German foremen, should make an 
exchange visit with a delegation from the E.G.A. repair workshop at 
FRIEDRICHSFELDE .
